THE TARIFF AND FINIS,

Two great and glorious events are in sight
in Cpogress, one the passage of the tariff
bill, the other the adjournment of Congress,
Yesterday the tarifl bill was reported to the
House and Mr, MeKioley annonnced that
it would be passed to-day without further
debate. There may be some attempt on the
part of the Demoeratic members to cheek
this summury proceeding, but it is not
likrely to be serious aod less likely to meet
with suecess,  Mr, MceKioley also an-
nonuced that the adjournment of the House
would be moved on Tuesday wext. In Lhe
Sevate the understanding is that a few
specches are to be made upon the tarifl biil
in itz figal shape, but ticere, ns in the House,
the attractions of sdjournment are likely to
curtail the debate. The settiement of the
tarifl will be most welcome to the country,
and the rising of Coogress will mot evoke
tears ia any guarter,

AN INSULT TO JORNSTOWN.,

Cerisin members of the Johnstown Board
of luquiry, a body organized to assist the
Flood Relief Commission in disbursing
the funds subseribed by the Nation after the
disaster lust year, bave a very peculiar
potion of decency and bopor, if what is told
of them to-davy, is true. The allegation isthat
they have printed and propase to sell a book
containing the details of the work of charity
in which they were partially the agents.
Mr. Robert C. Ogzden, of the Relief Comn-
mission, very properly takes the view that
the publication of such matter is unealled
for, and enlculated to wound the bepeficia~
ries of the nation's generosity unnecessarily.

under the proseription of obscene literature.
Finally the decision with gentle sarcasm
refers to the argument that the Czar of
Russia, and the postal department of the
United Btates, have placed the book under
their ban, and remarks that neither of (hese
powers sre accepted as authorities on the
law.

This tlear snd sensible view of the matler
will do much to quiet the sensational euri-
osity over the Tolstoi's outbreak of cranki-
ness, that has been called into existence in
this country by the Postoffice Department's
ili-judged attempt to establish a literary
censorship. With regard to the parties im-
mediately under trial it is to be regretied
that there is no law for punishing people
who sell books under the false pretense that
they are improper, in which case the ont-
come might have been quite different.

EMERY AND HIS EVIDEKCE.

Senator Emery proved his determination
to stand by his charges against Senator
Delamater, in his speech at Bradford last
night. The speech and the evidence which is
incorporated jo 1t leave no doubt of the
speaker’s conviction that his chargesare well
founded. It presents a prima facie case as
to & part of the charges, and produces
a striking array of furtber sllegations in
detail, which, unless the Republican candi-
date departs from his previous policy and
takes the matter into court the public must
judge solely in the light of Senator Emery’s
eharaeter and good faith.

The charges made by Senator Emery are
the sume Le made Iast spring, with the addi-
tion of one that has been published before,
but which Senator Emery has not heretofore
asssumed the responsibility for. They are, as
they have often been published, as follows:

1 That in Senator Delamater’'s nomina-
tion and election as Senator money was used
for the purchase of wotes; that he paid
money for the suppression of evidence of
this bribery which would have prevented
him from taking his seat; and that the
official oath that he took was, consequently,
perjury.

2 That as Senator be got up a bogus con-
ference committee report on a bill affecting
the oil and gas interests, with the intent, as
Senator Emery alleges, of committing s
legislative fraud injurious to the producers,
and advantageous to the interests with
which Delamater is alleged to be allied.

3. The charges made previonsly, bat not
by Ewery, until pow, that the action of
Delamater in beating the PBillingsley bill
was secured by pecuniary considerations,
stated at $65,000.

The matter which Senator Emery produces
in support of these allegations isof such
varied character, considered as evidence,
that it ealls for classifieation. It consiets of
(1) affidavits by persons personally cogni-
zaut of the distribution of money to secure
votes for Senator Delamater; (2) statements
and affidavits by persons whose names are
withheld, as to the distribution of money,
for the purpose above stated and for the
suppression of the evidence of bribery.
These latter statements are only supported
by witnesses who make oath that they heard
them made, being reducea to writing in the
presence of the persons making them. (3)
The report of the Legislntive Record on that
bogus conference committee report. (4)
The letter of u colleague of Senator Emery
and Delamater, pamely Senator Rutan, as
to the course of Quay and Emery on the
Billingsley lll.

A jarge portion of the evidence of the
first class, and that of the fourth, bas al-
ready been published by the remarkable
eu..rs2 of the Republican State Com-
mittee. The wunique theory of Mr.
Delamater’s mansgers that the foree
of the charges is forestalled, by the
publication in Republican organs of
affidavits and allegations so far undisputed,
which charge criminal misconduet on the
part of their candidate, is without a parailel
in the hiswory of polities. To thas blacken
the cause of their own candidate, in order to
prevent an antagonist from doing so, isa re-
sorto’ such exiraordinary mnature, that it
enn only be serounted for as a confession of
fear and inability to rebut,

Apart from this remarkable sdeption of
the charges by Mr. Delamater’s own sup-
porters, it is no more than fair to weigh the
evidence for what it is worth. On the first
point, the expenditure of money to procaure
votes for Delamater, 8 prima facie case is
made by the anffidavits of mea whose names
are given and who swear that they person-
ally knew of the disbursement of funds. As
to the startling details, which are fhrtber
given, of the expenditure of money not only
for votes,but for the suppression of evidence,
it is necessary,in jurtice,lo recoguize that so
long as the names of the persons making
these are suppressed, they must remsin in
the rank of mere allegations. The foree of
such cvidenee lies in the charscter and
stapding of the witnesses; and while the
offidavits of Senator Emery and his friends
that these statements were mude, are to be
accepted, the evidence is mot such &s any
court world accept unless the witness makes
himself known and takes the responsibility
for his testimony. The weakness of this
point is parually offset by the fact that
Benator Emery bimself assumes responsi-
bility for the stotementsof these unnamed
wit y, and if they are challenged by

But the contemaptible part of the b is
that men chosen to perform a public duty
should seek to maoke profit out of the dis-
tress of their fellow citizens, With the se-
counts of the Flood Commission properly
sudited, s they bave been, and in the ab-
seuce of any desire on the part of the dovors
for a detailed statemeat, the publieation in
question is an insult to Jobustowa und the
Nation. I7 1t is not too late we advise the
Board of Inquiry, for its own sake, to sup-

press the book.

SENSE ON ANOTORI0OUS «UBJECT.

It 15 plessant to observe that a little sound
sense has been [ujected into the Kreutser
Soanta business by a decision in & Phila-
delpbia court.  The advertisement which
bias been given to that eccentric and hatl-
etazy skeich was ntilized by someone in
Philadelphin, wbo put mpeddiers oan the
sireets to gell copies of the story. The ped-
dlers were arrested for the sale of obscene
literature, There is mo doubl that they
were se! {0 work in order to make money out
of the ides which has been produced in the
public mind, that the work is of that class;
but the trial, of course, turoed on the gues-
tiou whetber the book is really obseene or
not, aud Judge Thayer in & very sound
decision beld that it is not.

The Judge, in his estimate of the work,
held very sensibly that it takes a sily and
fanatical wiew of marriage. But soiar from
any obecenity in its teachings, the attempt s
to enloree the lesson of an ideal and extreme

chastity, This ideal bas been at times
adopted in the teachings of early
Christianity, and even to-duay has =

reflaction in the monastic system of the
Catholic Church. It is fanatieal, but, as
the Judge says, il is “a fsnaticism, vot of
vice, but of over-gealpus virtue.” The
fact that the book hss a slight dramatie
interest and little literary merit is poiates
out by the Judge, but he agrees thatin
meitoer inteation or execution does it eome

a ]

prosecution suys be will produes the
witnessas in conrt,

As to the charpes concerning Benator
Delamater's course n the Legislature, Sena-
tor Emery produces from the Legislative
Record evidence of s transaction by the Re-
publican candidate that, in any light, is &
most sstonnding one. Senator Delamater's
explanation that he prepared this conference
report in anticipazion of a disagresment is
given; but it utterly fails to explaio how it
was thut be appended to the report the sig-
natures of members of both branches, as
constituting & committee which was never
appointed, snd had the report printed in
that shape, On the other hand it reems so
ineredible that &n atiempi could be made to
pass a bill on a bogus conference yeport,
while the real messure was before the
House, that the imagination of the public
will be taxed to sccount for this freak of
iegisiative procedure on any hypothesis,
As to the charge with reference to the
Billingsley bill, Senator Emery while giv-
ing some very interesting ideas with regard
to State politics, simply adds to his ssser-
tions the allegation of a private lebter of
Scoator Rutan’s. This may be corrobora-
tion, but 1t must be taken simply as theal-
legation o two of the Scoators, and judged
by their standing solely.

To sum up. BSeoator Emery has backed
up & portion of his charges by evidenoe that
requires rebuttal; another portion is sup-
ported by matter which cannot be accepted
us evidence in its present shape, and is
therefore leit just where it was before, to be
cousidered solely by the weight due to Ben-
gtor Emery’s personal allegations, The
whole must be taken largely on that anthor-
ity and judged in connection with the other
features of Beoator Delamater's record.
While it is mot by any meensall, or the
most important, of what is at stake in ‘the
present campaign, the speech of last pight
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that can hard]y be ignored by the Repub-
licans. Senator Delamater must meet them.

INDEPENDENCE IN ALLEGHENY.

Particnlarly significant at this juncture is
the formation of an Independent Repub-
lican elub in this econnty. The opposition
of s large portion of the Republican party
to Mr. Delamater and the interests he rep-
resents bas taken this practieal shape in
many parts of the State. The names of the
excentive officers of the ciub are pub-
lished to-day, but it contains, Wwe
can slate with sothority, a large
representation of the best business element
in the connty. Whatever the popular will
is, it is best that it should bave the ad-
vantage of practical politioal methods in its
expression, and the Independent Repub-
lican club nsures these, If committees of
ten can be found to work in every one of the
three hundred and eighty-six election dis
tricts in the eounty, the organizers of the
elub are justified in their confidence that
the election will be to g great extent de-
cided by them.

EALT WATER FROM WELLS,

The suit whieh the Union Water Com-
pany, of Beaver Falls, is bringing sgainst
the Enterprise Oil Company will decide
questions of the ulmost importance to the
publiec in general and oil operators in par-
ticular. The Union Water Company sup-
plies some 14,000 inbabitants of the Beaver
Valley with water, and it is claimed that
the defendant oil company is polluting the
sources of this water supply by sllowing the
salt water from their wells to flow into the
Conoquecessing. Itis to be inferred from
the outline of the case which Tar Dis-
PATCH has obiained that the salt water
complained of proceeds from disused wells
which bave not been plugged, in deference
to the mandate of a State law which has
been more olten defied thun obeyed. The
relief asked by the water company is an in-
junction restraining the delendants from
continuing their oil operations in the water-
shed of the Conoquenessing.

The pollution of rivers by salt water fro
wells drilled for oil has been a long-stand-
ing nuisance in Western Pennsylvania.
This summer especizlly public attention has
been called to the pollution of Allegheny
City’s and Pitisburg’s water from this
capse, Both the Allegheny river and the
Monongahela are said to be rendered unfit
for drinkiog purposes and dangerous to
health by the drainage from the oll fields,
We presume that nobody will deny that the
palt water trom an oil well is an unwhole-
some beverage,

There is unother side to the question npon
which oil operators will be inelined to lay
stress, In drilling for oil salt water is
nearly always encountered, and it must be
pumped out. What is to be done with the
salt water if it is not allowed to run by nat-
ural gravitation into the nearest water
course? The salt water has no value, Itis
found in smeh vast quantities that to con-
fine it in tanks would ruin the Standurd Oil
Compuany, snd make petroleum a luxury
that millionsires salone could afford.
Abandoned wslls ought to he plogged, of
course, but the salt water does not come
from them slose. Every well drilled for
oil produces some sult water. Anybody can
see that the life of the oil business is con-
cerned in thisquestion of the disposition of
salt water, At the same time the contami-
nation of the rivers is an evil of the gravest
sort. If the pending suit shall secure the
publie health without inflieting a severe
blow upon & most imporiant industry a very
difficnlt fest will have been sccomplished.

To the Editor of The Dispaten:

The steel world, and, in fact, nations of every
civilized tongue, appear to be deeply engrossed
in the superiative construction of Armor-plales
that will resist the impaet of shot and shell in-
cident to paval conflicts. England, with her
boasged skill in the manufacture of steel and
the supremacy of her naval power, has reposed
in fancied security behind cumbersome, ex-
pensive and worthless armor-plates, although
supplied by the world-famed Charles Cammeil
& Co,, of SBheflield. A careful analysis of thesa
compound plates by a practical or selentific
mind st once discloses the imutility of such
armor, and demonstrates its weakness as a re-
sisting force to tho cuna-shells used by our own
Government.

Presuming the Cammell plates to baa ecom-
pound of iron or goft steel, and *‘very bard," or
highly carbonized steel, whether the plate is
rulled from an inzot so manufactured, or from
a pilein alternate layers of iron and steel and
welded in passing through the roils, under the
bammer, or by hydraulic pressure, matiers but
little for our own purpese.
